spouted or were pumped out of wells in . 


Alberta. That is the largest month’s pro- 
duction on record, Five years ago the 
total for the year, 1925, was 168,643 bar- 
rels. 

The second highest monthly total was 
made during the month of September. The 
output in October was thegefore in no 
sense a ‘freak’ occurrence, but represents 
the steady progress that is being made, 
the 
boring of the new wells and the develop- 
ment of this indefinitely great resource of 
the province. 


THREE TIMES “KING” 

For the third time Mr. Herman Trelle, 
of Wembley, Alberta, has been declared 
by the judges at the Chicago International 
show to have exhibited the finest wheat 
of any variety grown anywhere in the 
world. In attaining this honor he also 
gains the distinction of being the only 
man who has ever been a_ three-times 
winner of the world championship. 

This victory, like the two former, was 
won with a sample of hard red spring 
wheat. In that class second place was se- 
cured by F. Wilford of Staveley, Alberta, 
and tenth place by J, H. B. Smith of Wolf 
Creek, Alberta, last year’s wheat “king”. 

Of less outstanding interest, but per- 
haps not less significant, the world cham- 
pion also took first prize for an exhibit of 
hard red winter wheat, and first for yel- 
low field peas. Alberta has long been 
known as 4 pea country, but this appears 
to be the first time central or northern 
Alberta has captured honors at Chicago 
in the winter wheat competition, 

The very remarkable achievement of 
Mr. Trelle—and in measure the successes 
of the other Alberta exhibitors—might 
well be made the occasion for some special 
recognition of the prestige that is thus 
brought to the province, and particularly 
to the Peace River area. 


GROWING EDMONTON 


Building has been less active in Ed- 
monton this year than last, by about one- 
quarter. There probably is no city in 
Canada where the same or a less gratify- 
ing statement would fit the case, Still, 
the returns for the first eleven months 
of the year amount to $4,273,170. 

For a city of the size, that would be a 
creditable showing in any year. For a 
year in which general conditions have 
been adverse, and progressing the wrong 
way, the showing is rather remarkable. 
There is proof init that confidence in the 
city has not been shaken, and that the 
slowing down of world business has given 
only a moderate check to permanent in- 
vestment -here. 

It is true that something more than a 
million and a half of this total represents 
the eost of public. buildings. But these 
buildings were not put up just for the sake 
of appearanees, nor to keep men employ- 
ed, nor to swell the returns. They were 
built because they were required, and their 
construction was a normal and necessary 
incident in the development of the place. 

More than $800,000 has been put into 
commercial buildings of all kinds, and 
more than $1,000,000 has been spent in 
building 334 new dwellings. The condi- 
tions considered, Edmonton people have 
every reason to be satisfied with this rate 
of progress, and to see in it a confirmation 
of their faith in the city and in the coun- 
try whose progress is inducing the city’s 
growth. 

WHAT IS THE “COST OF 
PRODUCTION"? 

The convention of farm organizations 
which was held last week at Saskatoon 
passed a number of resolutions, perhaps 
the most important of which urges the 
Dominion Government to take steps to se- 
cure for the wheat grower a price that 
will cover his cost of production. 

The inference, of course, is that pre- 
sent prices do nut give the grower a net 
eash return equivalent to the money and 
time he spent in producing the crop of the 
present year, which is widely asserted to 
be the case, and appears to be altogether 
probable. 

Unlike some other supposed remedies 
which have been offered for breaking the 
deadlock, this proposal is one that de 
serves and will have the solid support of 
the people of the west, and of all those in 


ee 


all parts of Canada who understand what 
the solvency of the wheat growef means 
to the trade of the country and to living 
conditions everywhere in the Dominion. 

The wheat-grower cannot do business 
at a loss. He cannot continue to do busi- 
ness on a price that would only Five him 
back what he puts into a crop. If he is to 
have buying power he must have also a 
fair margin of profit over operating ex- 
penses. If he could not even secure his 
outlay he would be prospectively bank- 
rupt, and the whole Gustness system of 
the Dominion would be in a precarious 
position, 

To carry this resolution into effect, 
the first step would appear to be to find 
out what is the actual average cost of 
producing wheat in the Canadian west. A 
good many widely differing estimates have 
been made, and no doubt the cost varies 
widely in the different districts and ac- 
cording to the scale on which a grower 
operates, But it ought to be possible to 
strike a figure which would tell the Gov- 
ernment approximately what the resolu- 
tion means in cents, and would also tell 
the farmer the cost level at which he must 
produce if he hopes to stay in the wheat- 
growing business, 

The world situation is now such that 
there is more risk than hope in simply go- 
ing ahead with wheat- production and 
trusting to luck that the price obtained 
will recoup the farmer for his outlay and 
give him a margin of profit on which to 
live and support his family. That course 
was good enough when there was an as- 
sured world demand for wheat, and hence 
a fair assurance that the price would be 
something more than production cost. 

But this happy-go-lucky method is not 
good enough at a time when other «b~at- 
growing countries have speeded up pro- 
duction. to an extent that presages a world 
surplus in future years, as it has produced 
a world surplus this year. It is time, and 
it is very much in the national interests, 
that we should find out as nearly as can 
be the cost level at which wheat has to 
be grown if the grower is to get back his 
outlay and secure in addition a_ profit 
which will enable the farm family to live 
in decent comfort.

CAULIFLOWER AND BROCOLLI 

Cauliflower is the most easily digested 
member of the cabbage family. As Mark 
Twain said, “Cauliflower is only cabbage with 
a college education.” The succulent compact 
white head of cauliflower which you obtain so 
readily at the market represents many cen- 
turies of patient cultivation and selection. Tt 
was grown for hundreds of years in the coun- 
tries around the Mediterranean before it 
found its way into England and Holland, 
where it received its final degree of culture. 

Brocolli is probably the original form of 
cauliflower. Both of these vegetables may be 
considered as cabbage blossoms which have 
been developed into pleasing and nourishing 
foods by cultivation. 

In selecting a cauliflower, choose one on 
which the outer green leaves appear crisp 
and fresh and the head of a smooth white 
texture. Yellpw, dark or green spots or a 
rough surface represent an inferior quality. 

Brocolli has a stronger flavor than cauli- 
flower and is a little more difficult to digest, 
but makes a good winter green, and many 
people find the flavor excellent, It is very 
pleasing when boiled in a small amount of 
salted water and served with olive oil, In pre- 
paring either vegetable soak it about a half 
hour in salt water to kill and separate out 
any small insects which may be present. The 
vegetable may then be rinsed and cleaned In 
fresh running water. Cauliflower will cook in 
about twenty minutes in a closely covered 

an. Brocilli takes about five minutes longer 
necause it is more fibrous. Care should be 
taken not to cook these vegetables too long or 
some of the vitamin B, of which they both con- 
tain a-good amount, will be destroyed, Bro- 
colli, in addition to vitamin B, also contains a 
good amount of vitamins A and C. The C 
vitamin is also destroyed with too much cook- 
ing. In order to conserve the vitamins which 
are destroyed by heat it is a good plan to oc- 
casionally serve these veretables raw in a 
salad, especially during the winter months 
while other fresh vegetables are not as plen- 
tiful. 

Cauliflower looks as though it were a 
starchy vegetable, but as a matter of fact it 
does not contain any more carbohydrate than 
cabbage, but does contain more protein, The 
principal mineral matter consists of potas- 
sium, phosphorus, magnesium and sulphur, In 
brocolll the principal elements are phos- 
phorus, sulphur and potassium, 

Baked Cauliflower 

Clean and separate cauliflower into small 
pieces. In a baking pan place a layer of Mel- 
ba toast crumbs, a layer of cauliflower, and 
a small amount of any other fresh vegetable 
on hand, such as string beans, carrots, celery, 
etc, Place another layer of Melba _ toast 
crumbs, then another layer of cauliflower, 
Place in the oven and bake. When nearly 
finished, sprinkle grated cheese on top. 

Brocolli and Tomato Salad 

Wash and clean fresh brocolli, chop fine 
in a chopping bowl, mix with a@ little olive oil 
and salt and allow to stand in the ice box for 
about ten minutes, then mix with freshly eut 
tomatoes and serve on lettuce

Richard Cromwell’s drama was not teagedy, 
but quaint comedy. He was not anxious to 
succeed his father, Oliver, as Lord Protector 
of England, but the latter’s followers forced 
him to do so. He was, of course, a bit tempted 
by the glitter of the position, but he would 
rather have retired to some quiet place and 
enjoyed good food, good wine and the com- 
pany of fair women. After less than eight 
months he decided to do this very thing. To 
hold his place meant war and bloodshed. 
Richard thought this completely unnecessary. 

Upon his accession to his high post he had 
been deluged with letters of fulsome flattery 
and addresses of congratulation from people 
all over the country who pledged him “their 
lives and their forunes.” When he left White- 
all, he packed all these in a trunk and showed 
particular anxiety that it should go with him. 
A friend asking him why he was so solicitous 
about the trunk, he replied, chuckling: 

“Tt contains no less than the lives and for- 
tunes of the people.” 

He seems ever after to have looked upon 
his tenure as Lord Protector as a huge joke 
After a period abroad, enforced by the fact 
that he was 30,000 pounds in debt at home, 
his affairs grew better and at the time of the 
restoration of Charles II he was living at 
Chestnut under the name of Richard Clarke.

tion in Northern Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta

Incidentally Mr. Garnham was at 
one time the editor, protem, of the
